Mr. Kean last night played Lear at this house. We have always 
thought it one of his finest personations, though somewhat unequal ; 
nothing could be finer than his performance yesterday evening—his very 
defects came to his aid to render his delineation of this part perfect. 
The curse or hi3 daughters was perfectly awful ; and the whole of the 
scene with Edgar ailmirably played— the touching heart-broken tone 
in which he uttered ‘* I am a very foolish fond old man, fourscore and 
upwards,” we shall not easily forget ; but it is like ‘* adding perfume 
to the violet,” to write a panegyric on Kean’s Lear—The Pantomime 
concluded to a very crowded house. 


Covent Garden Cheatre. 

A School for Grown Children was repeated here last night, fol- 
lowed by the Pantomime, which appears about to he shelved, (as the 
theatrical phrase is) ; we cannot let it depart without noticing the 
performance of Mr. Barnes, as Pantalson ; it is almost the only relie 
left of true real-pantomime—perhaps. saving Mr. Ellar’s Harlequin, 
the very last vestige of what pantomime acting once was, when a pan- 
tomime was really a story, and the leaps and escapes had a motive or 
a canse, which cannot be said now-a-days, when success so much de- 
pends upon the scenezpainter ; but, to return to Mr. Barnes, bis Pan- 
taloon has as decidedly the stamp of genius as had (alas! that we 
should say had) Grimaldi’s Clown, which was as superior to all other 
Clowns as Barnes's Pantaloon is at present, to al} the other represen- 
talions of that amusing personage; his eager eyes, and real inborn 
love of mischief. with the well kept up appearance and imbecility of 
age, as he hobbles abont, the perfectly unconscious air with which he 
plunges into one dilemma after another, and his short chuckling laugh 
of exultation at the Clown’s misfortunes, are as perfect specimens of 
true acting as any thing that can be imagined. Every one must have 
noticed him, in the present Pantomime, put the bill under his feet to 
make him high exongh to peep into the show ; it was by touches like 
these that he and Grimaldi used tomake a Pantomime really an intel- 
lectual trea€; one of those admirable artists is dead, at least, to the 
public, when the other dies, real Pantomime will die with him:
